In this charge there be two particulars contained , firſt, 
'of the difficulty of knowing the right of Tithes; ſecondly, of 
the vexatious ſuites raiſed berwixt paſtors and people upon that 


ground. = 


For the firſt, It is a very ſtrange myſtery, that after ſo many, 


hundred yeares of Tithing it ſhould not yer be knowne whatr --: 
is ; bur I doubt not but in this caſe the right is better knowne ' 
unto Miniſters that ſhould receive Tithes, then acknowledged 


by the people that oughe to pay them; And how can they ſer 
up their new defigne upon the old foundation of Tithing, as 
they projeR it, if it cannot be knowne what is the Miniſters de- 
mandable due, what the peoples payable duty : that modell is 
more like to be a myſtery which they propound, ſince it was ne- 
ver heard of in this Kingdome untill they had deviſed it ; and as 
like it is to prove a miſery to Miniſters ,. if their portion ſhould 
come into no better hands then moſt of theirs,who have petiti. 
oned againſt Tithes ſince this Seſſion of the Parliament. 

. * And ſecondly, for the multitude of ſcandalous and vexatious 
ſuites, they make no more againſtthe Right of Tithes, then a- 
gainſt borrowing and lending, buying and ſelling, letting of 
leaſes, ſetling icheritances, Joyntures, &c.* upon which titles 
are ſer the greateſt number of _—_ and for ſuites for Tithes 
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if the'faw allow thema right,ic allowerh them a remedy to recos 
verthar right. ; and for the ſuies- that'were occaſioned thereby, 
They are neither ſo.many as is here preſented; nor ſo ſcandalous 
for the Miniſters pare,for they may be impured to the old avarice 
of worldly minded men, who being of a contrary mind to the 
Apoſtle,thinke it an hard bargaine to.exchange their carnall for the 
' Miniſters ſpiritnall things ;. but principallyto the new principles 
and praiſes of ſuch unreaſonable reformers, as imagine they are 
never farre enough removed from one extreame untill they ar- 
. rive at the other, accounting all ſuperſtitious in poinc of Tithing, 
that are not ſacrilegious. | 

2, For the manner of it, reſpefling either the collefting or pay- 
ment of Tithes, it is a mutuall ſconrge inthe hand of Miniſters and 
' people each to other, if either or both (as too often it happens ) prove 
coverons or croſſe. 

If it be a mutuall ſcourge, it would well become the wiſe. 
dome of theſe Committee-men to enquire where the right is, 
and who doth the wrong, and to project a way how the wrong= 
doer may be made to doe right and to give due fatisfation ro 
fuch as ſuffer under an undeſerved ſcourge, and Ihope when our 
. reformation is grown up to ſuch a competent degree of ſtrength 
and. ſtature as that it may quit the ſervice of Country Commit- 
tees, there will beno more cauſe of ſuch a complaint then for 
many hundred yeares heretofore there hath been. 

» For its adjunfts ( that z of the maintenance by Tithes) the 
miſchiefes of them will appeare innumerable, if the pregnancy of - 
onely one be but conſidered; namely, in the unreaſonable proportion 
of Irvings,or values of Churches to which they are belonging, wbence 
ariſe theſe inſeparable evils. 2 | 

By what new-found Logick will you frame ſuch an InduQi- 
on, as. from one particular to inferre innumerable miſ- 
chiefes, particularly from the diſproportion of livings ? You 
ſeemeto thinke otherwiſe, where you ſay in your 8© propoſiti- 
on, that in the diſtribution of the revenues for Miniſters regard 
ft be had to the deſert of the perſon, his family, and charge ; it ſo, 
certainly there is a great diſproportion in deſerts; and for
